NARCISSUS  TRIANDRUS,  bunch  flow¬ 
ered  daffodils  with  drooping  bell¬ 
shaped  cups,  and  flyaway  reflexed 
perianth —

gritty  soil,  well  drained  place, 
no  manure,  no  water  during

Concclor,  pale  primrose,  treat  like

Calathinus,  exquisite  white  flow¬ 
ers,  larger  than  those  of  albus;

NARCISSUS  CYCLAMINEUS.  the  Cy¬ 
clamen  Daffodil,  bright  yellow,  with 
tightly  upturned  perianth,  an  elfin 
thing  6  inches  tall.  Sandy  peat  soil 
and  moisture  but  not  stiff,  boggy 
ground.  (See  cover  picture)  . 30 

NARCISSUS  JUNCIFOLIUS,  a  tiny 
yellow  fragrant  jonquil.  Partial 
shade,  gritty  soil,  well  drained  place 
in  rockery  . 30 

NARCISSUS  JONQUILLA,  single  jon¬ 
quil,  fragrant,  rich  yellow,  13  inches. 
Blooms  with  grape  hyacinths  in  May  .10

PSEUDO-NARCISSUS  MOSCHATUS,  a
